Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  Cardinal. 

MM.S  to  accept  minutes  of  last  month's  meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  Testified  with  V.P.  Romano  on  behalf  of  the  MBTA  workers 
on  Senate  Bill  1812. 

-  Communicated  in  regard  to  the  Quincy  Shipyard,  which  is  a 
breath  away  from  a  successful  conclusion. 

-  Worked  on  the  Guilford  Railroad  situation.  The  local 
people  in  this  union  want  to  be  affiliated  with  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO 
but  the  National  has  pulled  out.  Discussion  took  place  on 
possible  plans  to  coordinate  a  rally  with  the  C.L.C.'s  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state  on  behalf  of  Guilford  —  possibly  hire 
a  bus  with  officers  from  different  unions.  V.P.  Dart  agreed  to 
coordinate  this  event. 

MMS  for  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  to  sponsor  a  rally  in  support  of 
Guilford  Railroad  workers.   So  voted. 

-  Attended  Summup  yearly  meeting  with  V.P.  Olliviere. 

-  Attended  and  spoke  at  the  dinner  honoring  Walter  Meuther. 

-  Met  with  Peter  diCicco  who  requested  help  on  the  IUE  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  organizing  drive.  Coordinated  a  meeting 
between  him  and  John  Larkin  Thompson  of  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield. 

-  Spoke  at  the  opening  meeting  of  the  AFL/CIO  Regional 
Organizing  Meeting  being  held  at  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Hall. 


The  National  election  discussed  —  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that 
although  Governor  Dukakis  was  not  successful,  we  all  look  forward 
to  working  with  him  for  the  future  of  Massachusetts. 

-  Spoke  in  Fall  River  at  rally  for  the  Question  #2  campaign. 

-  Spoke  in  New  Bedford  at  the  request  of  V.P.  Olliviere  for 
the  Governor  and  also  on  Question  2  —  the  President  reported 
that  this  was  an  excellent  event. 

-  Pres .  Osborn  advised  that  the  COPE  Program  has  moved 
forward  and  he  was  pleased  with  the  results  showing  many  winners 
for  Labor. 

-  Question  #4  discussed  briefly.  Pres.  Osborn  congratulated 
Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  on  his  good  work  on  this  question. 

-  Victory  on  Question  2  discussed.  Pres.  Osborn  advised 
this  will  go  down  in  Labor  history  as  a  great  victory.  Calls 
received  from  Pres.  Kirkland  and  others  congratulating  on  this 
victory.  The  President  stated  that  all  Labor  deserves  to  share 
in  this  event.  He  outlined  the  history  of  the  struggle,  the 
problems  encountered  in  the  campaign  and  brought  out  the  fact 
that  early  on  in  the  campaign,  the  Boston  Building  Trades  went  to 
court  with  the  ABC,  requiring  them  to  expend  some  of  their 
monies.  This  was  good  strategy  for  Labor's  side.  Media  campaign 
discussed.  The  Problem  of  the  video  with  the  construction  worker 
was  discussed  and  several  members  of  the  Council  agreed  that  this 
should  be  put  behind  and  concentration  should  be  on  the  victory. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Chirillo  congratulated  the  President  on  this  victory  and 
suggested  that  a  statewide  communication  go  out  explaining  the 
situation  with  the  video  in  question.  Pres.  Osborn  replied  that 
he  had  already  addressed  the  situation  at  the  Ironworkers  meeting 
and  also  sent  out  a  letter  on  the  subject  to  all  town  and  ward 
coordinators.  He  further  advised  that  he  sent  a  detailed 
explanation  to  the  Carpenters  State  Council  in  answer  to  a  letter 
received  from  them.  Upon  his  return  from  vacation,  Pres.  Osborn 
agreed  to  address  the  members  of  V.P.  Chirillo's  union  and  also 
to  consider  sending  out  a  more  speific  communication. 

V.P.  Dart  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  on  behalf  of  western  Mass.  members 
and  felt  a  more  positive  attitude  was  needed  by  all  union  members 
on  this  victory.  Similar  sentiments  were  expressed  by  Vice 
Presidents  Alman,  Mills,  Walsh,  Romano.  Also,  Vice  Presidents 
Olliviere,  Butler,  LeBlanc,  Joyce. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  a  thank  you  message  would  be  printed  in 
the  newspapers  in  the  event  someone  was  inadvertently  missed  and 
also  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public. 


Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  explained  the  video  situation  in  question  — 
in  reply  to  V.P.  Chirillo.  V.P.  Chirillo  advised  that  the 
information  explaining  the  issue  did  not  get  to  him  fast  enough 
and  he  was  not  equipped  to  address  the  issue  with  his  membership. 

Plans  discussed  for  running  a  victory  dinner/dance. 

MMS  to  go  forward  to  organize  Quality  of  Life  Solidarity 
celebration.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  suggested  that  the  celebration  dinner  might  be  an 
opportunity  to  honor  some  people. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Romano  gave  an  update  on  Senate  Bill  1812.  He  advised  the 
bill  has  to  get  out  of  the  Senate.  He  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and 
V.P.  Joyce  for  their  testimony.  He  further  thanked  Director 
Foley  for  his  last  minute  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  bill  with  the 
legislators.  He  thanked  all  who  sent  letters  to  their 
legislators  on  behalf  of  this  bill.  He  advised  that  he  felt  it 
would  be  coming  up  again  next  year. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  the  Legislature  is  back  in  full  session 
this  week. 

Dir.  Foley  reported  on  the  following: 

-  Blue  Laws  bill  reported  out. 

-  Serious  problem  with  the  Asbestos  Bill.  Director  Foley 
explained  the  situation  and  said  the  language  was  changed  and  it 
was  a  public  health  problem.  With  this  change  in  language,  the 
bill  should  be  saved.  Possible  plan  to  form  a  commission  to 
study  the  problem  was  discussed. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  Blue  Laws  provision  will  be  out 
of  Senate  Ways  and  Means  next  week. 

The  bill  on  construction  safety  will  go  on  the  first  calendar. 

The  legislative  package  for  next  year  discussed.  Dir.  Foley 
distributed  a  packet  of  information  concerning  this  new 
legislation.  He  advised  that  if  anyone  had  any  ideas  to  get  in 
touch  with  him. 

Situation  discussed  where  legislation  is  being  drafted  to  prevent 
apprenticeship  training  from  appearing  in  ads  for  employment. 

Director  Foley  reviewed  the  bills  listed  on  his  information 
packet. 


Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  noted  that  on  the  Video  Display  Terminal  Bill, 
there  is  no  interest  now  because  there  are  no  concrete  reports  of 
long  lasting  effects.  Further,  on  the  Drug  Testing  Bill,  Dir. 
Foley  advised  that  we  will  get  a  bill.  He  stated  that  the  NRC 
will  come  out  with  a  ruling  for  all  people  who  work  in  a  nuclear 
plant  to  be  tested  randomly.  They  want  to  set  up  a  public  law; 
Labor  will  not  be  in  accord. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  we  should  have  something  on  file  in  this 
area. 

V.P.  Irvin  discussed  the  steel  bill. 

V.P.  Joyce  advised  he  would  like  to  amend  the  Legislative  Program 
to  include  legislation  reflecting  resolutions  that  have  been 
passed  at  our  state  and  national  conventions.  That  is, 
legislation  to  develop  standards  for  clean,  indoor  air. 

V.P.  Joyce  suggested  calling  on  the  resources  of  labor  management 
commission  in  Washington  to  develop  legislation. 

MMS  to  include  in  our  legislative  agenda  clean  air  legislation 
that  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Joint  Labor  Management  Program. 
So  voted. 

V.P.  Joyce  agreed  with  Dir.  Foley  re:  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  being 
opposed  to  drug  testing,  saying  that  it  is  unrealistic. 

Pres.  Osborn  recommended  consulting  with  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO 
Substance  Abuse  Committee  since  this  matter  was  referred  to  them 
some  time  ago. 

V.P.  Dart  asked  the  procedure  used  to  get  a  question  on  the 
ballot.  He  felt  this  procedure  should  be  reviewed  and 
legislation  should  be  drafted  to  make  it  more  difficult  to  get  a 
question  on  the  ballot.  Dir.  Foley  explained  that  this  procedure 
is  spelled  out  in  the  Constitution. 

Pres.  Osborn  recommended  that  an  article  be  put  in  the  Labor 
Leader  to  educate  the  membership  on  this. 

V.P.  Phinney  congratulated  Director  Foley  and  his  Assistant, 
Margaret  O'Connor  for  their  fine  work  on  the  Blue  Laws 
legislation.   Discussion  took  place  on  this  bill. 

Discussion  took  place  on  corporate  takeovers  and  legislation  that 
will  protect  membership  from  raids  on  companies. 

V.P.  Alman  discussed  the  situation  with  Zayre  Corporation's 
merger  and  the  effect  this  will  have  on  the  workers. 

A  lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  the  Drug  Testing  Bill.  V.P. 
Romano  and  V.P.  Collins  discussed  the  AFL/CIO's  position  and  the 
possibility  of  the  unions  changing  or  modifying  their  position. 


MMS  to  request  the  Substance  Abuse  Committee  to  study  and  make  a 
recommendation  on  the  Drug  Testing  Bill  in  time  for  the  next 
Council  meeting.   So  voted. 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  it  would  be  too  late  to  change  our 
position  on  the  drug  testing  bill  —  he  felt  it  could  be 
submitted  in  its  original  form  and  changed  at  a  later  date.  The 
position  of  National  AFL/CIO  was  discussed. 

V.P.  Irvin  advised  that  this  matter  would  be  reviewed  by  the 
Mass.  AFL/CIO  Transportation  Committee. 

V.P.  Chirillo  and  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  expressed  their  concern  on 
this  bill.  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty's  concern  was  for  the  workers  to 
be  protected  against  random  drug  testing.  He  said  there  were  at 
least  five  cases  presently  in  arbitration. 

The  situation  of  testing  people  who  have  the  responsibility  for 
other's  lives  was  discussed  as  to  whether  or  not  these  people 
should  be  tested.  It  was  felt  that  the  public  safety  was  the 
main  concern.  V.P.  Romano  advised  that  there  will  be  a  bill  in 
Congress  the  first  of  they  year.  He  said  the  Transportation 
industry  is  trying  to  water  it  down  to  take  out  the  random 
testing. 

Dir.  Foley  asked  if  the  will  of  the  Council  was  to  re-file.  If 
so,  he  felt  he  would  have  to  ask  people  to  testify.  Pres.  Osborn 
stated  that  the  Council  had  filed  bills  in  the  past  without  any 
testimony  on  them.  Dir.  Foley  advised  that  he  testifies  on  all 
bills  that  he  files  and  he  would  like  to  have  the  support  of 
others  who  are  concerned. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  advised  that  he  would  testify. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  all  testimony  of  all  bills  would  be 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  for  September  and  October  noted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  explained  the  report  --  the  receipts, 
disbursements  and  balances.  No  questions  were  asked  by  the 
Council  members. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  he  worked  on  the  PIC  Council  and 
the  primary  activity  over  the  past  month  concerned  working  on  the 
Vote  No  on  Question  #2  Campaign. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 


Pres .  Osborn  discussed  the  situation  with  the  Paperworkers  in 
Jay,  Maine,  and  urged  support  of  their  rally.  He  noted  a  piece 
of  literature  listing  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  as  supporters  of  the 
rally  but  was  unsure  as  to  how  the  Council's  name  got  printed 
since  he  did  not  give  official  authorization.  Discussion 
followed.  John  Laughlin,  the  President's  assistant,  was 
consulted  and  he  advised  that  the  IP  people  were  supposed  to  wait 
for  the  Council's  commitment  but  went  to  the  printer  before 
hearing  back  from  the  President.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he 
could  not  send  out  any  communication  not  authorized  by  the  Board. 

V.P.  Joyce  advised  that  the  Greater  Boston  C.L.C.  was  also  listed 
without  confirmation. 

MMS  that  Pres.  Osborn  investigate  this  situation  with  the 
International  Paperworkers  President.   So  voted. 

The  President  reiterated  that  the  Paperworkers  cause  is  one  that 
the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  has  always  supported  but  proper  channels  must 
be  used  in  getting  authorization  for  literature  to  be  printed. 

V.P.  Cardinal  addressed  the  Council,  thanking  Pres.  Osborn  for 
the  Question  #2  victory,  and  giving  a  dissertation  on  JTPA,  its 
history  and  goals  for  the  future.  He  advised  of  his  plans  to 
have  a  conference  in  early  January  or  February  and  asked  for 
support  in  the  form  of  attendance  by  the  Council  members.  He 
asked  that  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  be  allowed  to  attend  a  conference 
in  Washington,  D.C.  with  him  for  a  conference  on  JTPA.  Pres. 
Osborn  suggested  that  V.P.  Cardinal  consider  scheduling  his 
conference  in  February  since  the  State  of  the  Union  conferences 
is  tentatively  being  planned  for  January.  The  President  asked 
V.P.  Chirillo  to  coordinate  this  State  of  the  Union  Conference 
with  the  Council  office. 

V.P.  Mills  discussed  the  merger  of  #1199  and  Service  Employees 
and  the  internal  problems  with  this  merger.  She  advised  that  she 
would  be  meeting  with  Robert  Fuchs  of  the  NLRB  and  Pres.  Osborn 
on  this  matter. 

V.P.  Mills  asked  for  support  at  a  rally  to  be  held  at  5:00  P.M. 
at  60  State  Street  that  day,  concerning  the  fact  that  the 
maintenance  people  in  that  building  were  not  recognized  as  a 
union  to  be  represented  by  SEIU. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  thanked  the  officers  of  the  Council  for  work 
done  on  Question  #4.  He  advised  that  the  Energy  Committee  was  to 
have  a  meeting  on  Monday  next  at  the  Labor  Guild. 

V.P.  Joyce  thanked  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Central  Labor  Council  for  their  endorsement  of  Light 
Manufacturing  Zone. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meeting.   So

Church  and  other  charitable  agencies,  to  the  people  of  Poland.

I.  P.  MILL  REJECTS  CONTRACT 

International  Paper  Co . ' s ,  Beckett  Paper  Mill,  in  Hamilton, 
Ohio,  rejected  I.P.'s  contract  proposal  by  better  than  a  2  to  1 
margin.  Rodney  Harbrecht,  President  of  UPIU  Local  #1968, 
Hamilton,  Ohio,  said  that  he  was  "very  pleased  with  the  vote". 

International  Paper  Company  now  has  23  plants  with  rejected 
contracts;  and  a  possibility  of  18  more  by  the  end  of  1989. 

In  light  of  record  profits,  for  this  year,  which  will  be 
approaching  $1,000,000,000,  workers  showed  their  discontent  with 
another  concessionary  contract.
